History ami Development of the 


Constitution of ilio United 


States. 


SAN FitAsciSL'O, March G.—Ex-Presi- 


dent Harrison, today delivered tho first 
of a course of law lectures at Stanford 
University. The lecture today waa do- 
TOtcd to tho history and development of 
the constitution of the United States 
and the causes leading up to He adop- 
tion. The ex-J'residcnt was listened to 
with great attention by the students. 
The lecture was long, making in print 
;il>oul| seven newspaper columns. Today 
it was listened to exclusively by tho stu- 
dents, but it will bo repeated tomorrow, 
when people from outside the university 
will be admitted. General Harrison re- 
ferred briefly to his friend tho late Sen- 
ator Stanford, and said lie would reserve 
further tribute to the virtues of a friend 
until ^lareh fltli, the anniversary of 
Stanford's birth. 


Commencing his lecture, he said: I 


am glad to have even HO slight and 
casual a part as that of non-resident 
lecturer in the work of this young but 
already great university. If my pres- 
ence is only occasional and my contact 
with these eager minds and nclierou8 
hearts lees near and constant than I 
could wish, J must the more be careful 
that whatever direction 1 may give to 
your thoughts anil whatever impulse 1 
may kindle in vour minds, shall be true 
ami elevating,'though they be small. 


Tho lectures 1 contemplate will be 


rather popular than technical, especially 
while we have under consideration the 
constitution of the United States and 
the history of its development and 
adaption, "if the national constitution 
were in fact what Mr. Gladstone de- 
scribed it to be, "the most wonderful 
work struck off at a given time by tho 
brain and purpose of man," tho work of 
the commentator would be abbreviated 
if not simplified. It would not need to 
go back. It ie, however, nut a work 
struck off at a given time, but in a 
Blrong sense was tho development of a 
ripe, harmonious fruit ot experience 
and not u dipcovcrv or revelation. The 
adjustment and tiulinilion of the na- 
tional and of the state governments was 
more nearly than anything else original 
and constructive work. 


Aa a whole, it is nerhapa more nearly, 


hut not altogether what Mr. Gladstone 
<lesrri!tcil the British constitution to be, 
"an organism which has 
proceeded 


from progressive history." This being 
true, we cannot rightly estimate the 
nu'i'it.H of its franiers nor rightly under- 
stand its articlfts without some knowl- 
edge <>f tin.-historical progression winch 
culminated in Una admirable and en- 
during cavil organism. I cannot in 
those preliminary lectures, however, do 
more than give you a haaty and not 
very rlopcly connected outline of those 
events nnd civi! I'onlonlione which, IH-- 
giniiinu in old Kngland, resulted Ural, 
in the-establishment of popular govern- 
ments in the colones and states, and 


spread over tlicno necesuary

national and popular government, su- 
preme 
in 
all 
things,

leclilljr thu common interests of all 
people; my aim is not as much to make 
lawyers as to promote broad and intelli- 
gent American citizenship. Our civil 
institutions are safe only while in thu 
keeping of i>, generation that loves them, 
and lovi1 of institutions, however it be 
with another sort, must be educated. 
We guard and liecp our treasures. That 
whiih is not valued we suffer others to 
take without resistance. It will be my 
purpose to 
show 
you the beauty, 


strength and adaption of tho constitu- 
tion of the United Slates, and thereby 
lo make your love 
of our institu- 


tions deeper and 
more intclUccnt. 


I will not nek you to love every- 
thing

UNCLE SAM'S WARbrllHH. 


PIttlncOnn 
if Them For a CrulKo Costii a 
Small Tot-timo. 


Furniture and supplies for Uncle 


Sam's new war vessels cost a mint of 
money. To fit out one of these ships for 
a cruise is a bigger job than equipping n 
lirst class hotel. Hero is a flouting for- 
tress as long us two city blocks, with all 
modern conveniences and complete res- 
taurant facilities, lighted throughout by 
electricity—a gigantic fighting machine 
and military barracks combined. Her 
iteel walls, bristling with guns, shelter 
» small army of men. Tho New York, 
for example, has a crew numbering 4.W. 
besides'JO marines anil 41 officers. 
To 


feed them all for a twelvemonth at the 
government's rate of allowance costs 
$00,000. 


On going into commission such a ship 


must bo furnished throughout, from tho 
kitchen, which is as complete as that of 
n groat city hostelry, to tho captnin'3 
cabin. She carries largo stocks of sta- 
tionery, hardware nnd apothecaries' 
goods, and is provided with tools for all 
sorts of trades. Everything conceivable 
that may bo needed for purposes of war 
and pence is supplied, hecauso on the 
high was no shops or factories arc ac- 
cessiblrj. 
Usually tho vessel is pro- 


visional for only thrco montliH, because 
tlifr.j is no room to stow more. Tho 
(ions nrc purchased by the navy depart- 
ment and comprise such necessities ns 
hard bread, confmcitl, oatmeal,hominy, 
flour, s:ilt porlt, beans, psas, rice, lire- 
served nii-;;t^, butter, coffee «nd lea. 


Every man in the navy, from Iho last 


boy shipped up to tho admiral, hns an 
allowance of 110 contsn-day for rations, 
which hi: may draw cither in food or in 
money. The paymaster of tho ship has 
charge of nil tho provisions, which nre 
dealt out by his "yeoman," who Is in 
turn assisted by tho jack-o'-dust. Tho 
pcraon last named attends to opening the 
barrels and packages. Coffee and sugar 
are served out onco in 10 days, flour ev- 
ery four days and meats daily. While 
in port fresh provisions aro furnished, 
each man receiving one pound of fresh 
broad, Impounds of fresh meat and ono 
j>ound of fresh vegetables per diem, 
Theso take tbo place of tho ordinary ra- 
tions, only tea and coffee being provided 
in addition. Tho allowance is nt nil 
timott HO liberal that the cnlisk'd men 
cannot possibly consume tho whole of it, 
no they take part of it in cash.—Phila- 
delnhiaTiniiis.

HOTELS FORTHE POOR 


HOW THE HOMELESS ARE CAREO FOR 


IN GLASGOW. 


Hunlcliml I.oilstiiK HousonMinusthcStlnjf 


of Chtirlly—So Clinuce For 1'ulUlc* In It.

One Saturday in Glasgow I tr.iuipcd 


r.bout Hit' poorer portions of tho town 
ill midnight, lirst in company with the 
.i-.-iil of n municipal department urn! 
'ti-rwiinl with mi estimable- builio who 


. ivnywnwl iii the towu for his opposi- 
; n to all things alcoholic. Sly tour bc- 
i;.i:i suon after dusk, which coniua aston- 
Lsliingly fiirly in tlieso northern luti- 
;tulos, (jivini? onu hardly lime to sulutu 
tho sun between dawn and dark. Our 
points of cull in the earlier half of our ex- 
pedition wore tho municipal lodging 
!iouscs, those phicea of agreeable refuge 
rhieh tho city established 20 years ago 
for tho purpose uf selling decent shelter 
to the lower elements of its flouting pop- 
ilation. 


On Saturday night in winter time 


Borne form of entertainment is devised 
for the 2,000 municipal lodgers. Tho 
entertaining talent volunteers for the 
performance. It is part of the duty oE 
the city committee having in charge 
these hotels for the poor to secure- on 
Saturdays tho assistance of amateurs 
who can sing or dance or tell a story or 
give an athletic show. There are seven 
uunicipal lodging houses, and in tho 
recreation rooms of each these Saturday 
night pleasantries nte conducted. Every 
concert, or magic lantern show, or what- 
ever it may bo, is presided over by a 
chairman, who volunteers for tlie pur- 
pose from tho members of the city gov- 
ernment. 


Tho gentlemen so presiding aro not 
uunicipal politicians, because, as I have 
previously explained, they havo in Glas- 
gow no municipal politics, but merely 
in administration.- Mr. Chairman, there- 
fore, is not in quest of votes, and ir he 
ivere his services in a lodging hor.su 
tvould ill requite him. Nor is them any 
ippearanco of charity, condescension. 
lor any other untoward thing in this 
business. Tho entertainment is carried 


ery much as a concert is aboard im 


Atlantic liner—with this exception, that 
no collection is made. The municipality 
is put to no expense in tho matter, and 
it may bo assumed that tho chairmen 
nre put to no inconvenience. They are 
usually men who devote a largo part of 
;lieir lives to philanthropic work. 


A Saturday night's audience at one of 


,hese municipal lodging houses comprises 


wide assortment of characters nnd a 


considerable distribution of race. There 
are Bailors who havo got hard up in port, 
soldiers recently discharged. There aro 
>oor devils who nre spending their last 
tenuies for shulter nnd food, which will 
:ako them over to the Monday mr.rninjj, 
when they may bo able to pick up some- 
where somehow pennies enough to last 
.hem over another night. And there are 
aborera in regular employment, arti- 
sans, too, who are not hard up, but who 
ure lodging hero while they are at work 


tho town. There aro of course men 


who havo seen better days and men who 
»y no possibility can ever see any worse 
nies. 
Some are hero from necessity, 


some from motives of economy, nnd all 
of them arc fairly comfortable while they 
re here. 
Tho Saturday night entertainments are 


voluntary altogether. The entertainers 
{ivo their services, and the audiences are 
lot asked for a penny. There were from 
200 to !)00 men in each of tho recreation 
rooms which wo virituil, and hearty ap- 
plause gave cvideuco of the delight of 
ho men, who appeared to enjoy them- 
selves thoroughly. 


A municipal lodging house in a large, 


wwll lighted nnd woll ventilated built'- 


ig. At the entrance there ia nn ofllct, 


where tho applicant for lodging pays hi.) 
JJd. or 45*1. nnd receives n ticket en- 
titling him to the privili'goa of the house. 
On tho ground floor then) are three largo 
apartments, one used as a sort of eating 
room, another nn a sitting room, another 
as a kitchen. Tho lodgers supply their 
own food and cook it themselves, having 
,he freo mo of the kitchen fires ttnd the 
steam heaters for this purpose. Tho house 


in ehurgo of a superintendent, with 


several assistants. 


At 8 o'clock in tho evening the dormi- 


tories aro opened. These dormitories nro 
spacious rooms divided by partitions 8 
or '.) feet high into small compartments, 
each compartment continuing a bed ar- 
ranged in the fashion of a stateroom 
berth on un Atlantic liner. Tho only 
difference between tho threepence half- 
penny and tho fourpence halfpenny ac- 
commodation is that tho higher price en- 
titles tho lodger to nit extra blanket. 
Lodgers arc admitted to bed until about 
1 n. in. Thoy must nriso not later than 


o'clock in the morning. Tho premises 


aro kept scrupulously clean by the staff 
of assistants. A well fitted laundry at- 
tached to tho place is constantly at work 
washing tho bedding.—Cor. Boston Her- 
ald.

It has an 
added circle basque with shallow box 
plaits at the back, tho sleeves arc full 
but drooning, nnd the circle epaulets 
add widtli to the shoulders but no 
height. Though elaborate in effect, the 
design is very easily modified; the vest 
is only simulated by arranging the trim- 
ming to outline it; and the deep collar, 
the epaulets, the sleeve puffs and thu 
skirt piece may each or all be omitted. 
If side forms are preferred in tho back 
the pattern for the lining can be used 
for the outside also, as the lining 1ms all 
the usual scums, This is an excellent 
model for all seasonable fabrics and per- 
mits of effective combinations of goods. 


Half of the pattern is given In twelve 


pieces : Front, side gore, side form and 
back of lining; outer back, basque piec

standing collar, deep collar, epaulet and 
three pieces of the sleeve.

the basque piece denote a box plait to 
be laid on the outside. The deep collar 
is to IMJ placed to the upper row of boles 
in the front and back pieces.

sleeves so tlmt the parts below the elbows will be bias. Before cutting the goods 
be careful to read "Directions for Cutting" printed on the envelope.
